In view of the hearing scheduled to take place in the Selectmen’s room next 
Tuesday evening, October 24, on the relocation of poles and the addition of new 
poles in Andover Square, the citizens of our town will undoubtedly be interested 


to know why these proposed changes are considered necessary, 


The question of the better lighting of Andover Square was brought up at the 
March town meeting and it was made known at that time that the Street Lighting 
Committee were of one mind in their efforts to bring this about under the new 


contract dating from April 1, 1916. 


The plans as finally consummated call for fifteen incandescents of 250 candle 
power to replace the three arc lamps in the Square and on Main street between

In Khartum’s Public Schools 


Great strides have been made in edu- 
cation since the days of the Mahdi, but 
all government education is Moslem. 
The total number of pupils at present 
under instruction in government schools 
including Gordon College, is 5700. The 
number in mission schools, Roman 
Catholic and Protestant, may be 1500 
more. As an educational institution 
Gordon Memorial College ranks high. 
With it are connected the Welcome Re- 
search Laboratories, which have world- 
wide celebrity. There is a fine de- 
partment of technical training, and the 
methods of instruction are in every 
sense up to date. But from first to last 
all the text-books used in the primary 
and secondary schools are Mohammedan 
and nothing in them calls the pupil’s 
attention to the great facts of Christian- 
ity, its ethics, and its civilization. The 
government primary reading-book be- 
gins with the following prayer, which 
is put most inappropriately opposite a 
frontispiece consisting of a portrait of 
General Gordon: ‘Praise be to God, 
who taught man what he did not know, 
and many prayers and peace be upon 
the seal of all the prophets, Mohammed, 
and upon his family and companions.” 
—The Christian Herald 


Pumpkins on Chestnut Trees 
The table d’hote tree is the scientific 
achievement of Professor H. G. Walters, 
head of the Plant Research Institute at 
Langhorne, Pa. 

‘*My table d’hote tree,” said Professor 
Walters, as he pointed to a fragrantly 
blossomed tree on the institute’s lawn 
“involygd an ideal botanical idea that 
cannot fail to reduce materially thé cost 
of living. These trees are peculiarly 
suitable for back yards. 

“‘Early last fall I grafted on this old 
peach tree clippings from a lilac bush, a 
raspberry bush and three varieties 6f 
rose bushes.’ These grafts are alive to- 
day, and the peach tree is also bearing 
healthy buds of its own. Later on we 
will have raspberries and roses @nd ‘li- 
lacs growing on this one tree. 

“My next step will be to develop a 
special variety of these ‘table d’hote 
trees,’ which the poor can plant in their 
back yards, and which will bear a va- 
riety of eatables.” 

Several other combinations are said 
already to be the subject of earnest 
study and experiment. Cabbages, 
grapes and carrots are expected to grow 
on a gooseberry bush. A chestnut tree 
will be grafted with shoots of potato 
plants and pumpkin vines. 

There is no reason, it is said at the in- 
stitute, why well-bred stalks of sugar 
corn cannot be persuaded to grow up 
and down on the side of a tree as well 
as egg plants and red peppers.—Balti- 
more American.

Lowell, September 5, 1916 
Mr, Editer:—.... 


A few weeks ago Pimade ii visit to the 
beautiful town of Andover, the home of 
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my ancestors and other old families that 
were reélatives—the Chandlers, Abbots, 
Phelps, Davises, Stevens and Marbles. I 
attended the old family church, the 
Old South, started in 1711, and the 
church-yard nearby where the above 
names were numerous and familiar; 
then I hiked to the old Benjamin Abbot 
place, the house built in 1685 and in the 
family of the builder ever since, and 
dined with the hostess, Miss Mary Alice 
Abbot and sister. I saw all the antiques 
and sovfenirs of long ago that were very 
interesting and I saw the things made 
100 to 150 years ago that the skill of to- 
day can hardly equal. I also called at 
the John Abbot place and was enter- 
tained by Mrs. John Lovejoy Abbot, 
and looked over her home full of things 
that represented the old families, that 
are priceless. 

The Chandlers are my direct ancestors 
and have given many a family of prom- 
inence and governors of states; fer

He was killed in 1676 in the Sudbury 
fight with the Indians.

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Princess Wants Battleship Names 
Hawaii 

Princess Abigal Kawanakakoa, the 
beautiful Hawaiian titled woman who 
has been a central figure in society not 
only in Honolulu but in San Francisco, 
Washington ahd New York for several 
seasons, personally visited the Army and 
Navy building at Washington, recently, 
and interviewed the. Sécretary of the 
Navy to request that among the new 
battleships to be built, the name “Haw- 
aii” be'given’ to one of them. Secre- 
tary Daniels told the princess that her 
suggestion would be taken up and con- 
sidered next fall when the-selection of 
names for ships is taken up. Princess 
Kawanakakoa gave among her reasons 
that Hawaii has become one of the prin- 
cipal units of the American Republic and 
that being the military key to the Pacific 
and the site of a $20,000,000 naval sta- 
tion, and with garrisodns of United 
States troops numbering 11,000 men and 
already known as the ‘Gibraltar of the 
Pacific,” and where great fleets of 
American vessels are to be rendezvoused, 
it was appropriate that one of the new 
super-dreadnaughts be named Hawaii. 

A further reason for naming a warship 
Hawaii was that the name would impress 
its foreign population with the idea that 
the Federal Government is paying more 
and more attention to the islands, and in 
this manner would assist in that “ prepar- 
edness which works for peace.”’ This is 
the first time that a titled woman ever 
visited the Navy Department to request 
that a battleship be named after the 
country of her birth, for when she was 
born Hawaii was a Hawaiian mon- 
archy, but is now a loyal territory of the 
United States.—Hawaiian Topics.

Every member of the cast was obliged 
to committ his lines to memory and to 
speak them with the proper action be- 
fore the camera. ; 
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Arthur Jones’ most celebrated play 
“Mrs. Dane’s Defence.” 

The story of the play is as follows: 
A distinguished lawyer, Sir Daniel 
Carteret, famous for his powers of 
cross-examination, and now become 
a judge, has adopted a son, Lionel— 
who is the apple of his father’s eye.

' LARGEST ELECTRIC SHOVEL 


! Qut in the coal fields of Ohio where 
steam coal is buried under several feet 
of surface soil the average engineer 
would expect to find steam used to re~ 
move the over-burden of earth and 
expose the coal for'mining. Such is not 
| the case in coal fields near Smithfield, 
Ohio, however, for the mine owners em- 
ploy the largest electric shovel in exis- 
: tence to uncover the coal. It is then 
dug up and loaded into cars with a small 
electric shovel. Both shovels have given 
the greatest satisfaction and the owners 
believe the electric shovels have saved 
them a considerable sum over steam 
operated shovels of the same size in spite 
of the fact that current must be pur- 
chased from a power house in an ad- 
joining state a dozen miles away. 

The big electric shovel in operation 
is a fascinating thing to watch. It 
easily bites with its steel toothed dipper 
through the thirty feet of earth which 
covers the understrata of coal, and can 
raise seven ordinary two-horse wagon- 
loads of earth 65 feet in the air and eject 
it promptly at any spot the operator 
may desire. The dipper with its metal 
handle weighs 40,000 pounds, yet it may 
be elevated nearly 70 feet in the air and 
dumped in less than 20 seconds by the 
watch. A dozen men could stand 
within the hollow of the great dipper, 
and one of them would have to stand on 
the shoulders of his fellows to get a 
glimpse over the steel sides. 

Fhe entire shovel is mounted on 
rollers running on steel rails and weighs 
275 tons. Yet in spite of its ponderous 
size and weight the number of motions 
which may be imparted to its huge struc- 
ture through the electric controls is re- 
markable. It may be moved forward or 
backward on its rollers or rotated to the 
right or left all at the will of a single 
diminutive operator, The .radius of 
reach of the shovel on its roller axis en- 
ables it to make a cut through a forty- 
foot embankment 200 feet wide at the 
top and 120 feet wide at the bottom, an 
opening large enough to hold a dwelling 
house of more than average size. 

The electrical equipment, specially 
designed and installed by engineers of 
the General Electric Company, is of the 
most ingenious construction. Motors of 
340 horse power are geared to the hoist- 
ing drum. Sixty-three electrical horse 
power is applied to swinging the dip- 
per and 60 to crowding or pushing the 
giant bucket into the embankment. 

An unusual feature embodied in the 
big shovel is the adaption of the regen- 
erative system to save the energy of 
the heavy dipper when it is falling and 
generate electric power which is con- 
served and returned to the line or used 
to swing the dipper back into the pit. 
This is similar in principle to the re- 
generative system of braking applied 
to the electric trains of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul for saving the 
power generated on the long down 
grades through the Rockies, 


Two Cents’ Worth of Electricity on 
The Farm 


Ten years ago central station elec- 
tricity retailed for 18 and 20 cents per 
kilowatt in some communities, and was 
not obtainable at any price in most farm- 
ing districts. Since then, improvements 
in electrical machinery, the extension 
of high power transmission lines and 
the development of great power pro- 
jects has brought electric power into hun- 
dreds of farm homes at a price within 
reach of the humblest farmer’s purse. 
The rate is usually between 10 and 15 
cents per kilowatt to-day, and recent 
improvements in motors and lights make 
the consumer’s money purchase more 
light and power than it ever did before. 

At 10 cents per kilowatt-hour, the 
price usually charged, engineers of the 
General Electric Company have figured 
that the price of a postage stamp will 
buy enough electricity to: 

Milk ten cows, 

Churn 20 pounds of butter, 

Separate 1400 pounds of milk in a 
cream separator, 

Do two large family washings, 

Heat an electric flatiron for half an hour, 

Run a sewing machine for four hours, 

Make griddle cakes on an electric griddle 
twice, 

Pump water enough to last the family 
two days, 

Sharpen an axe or scythe on the grind- 
stone six time, 

Thresh five bushels of oats, four bush- 


PAINTINGS FOR“2OWDER 

An extraordinary proposal foe restor- 
ing France's trade balance with thetJpj- 
ted States is made by M. Gohier, ‘a, 
eminent French publicist. Instead o 
paying French gold for American mu- 
ditions of war he would pay in French 
masterpieces of art. He would strip the 
Louvre and the Luxembourg of their 
rarest treasures to foot the growing bill 
of Uncle Sam. i " 

M. Gohier is quite frank about it. 
“France can recover a portion of her 
specie by selling America what she wants 
of our art masterpieces,” he says. “We 
have long sold Americans fakes and 
‘worthless paintings. Let us now sell 
her works of art, certified by our mu- 
seum directors.” He adds that the 
French museunis are becoming overload- 
ed with a surplus of old masters and mod- 
ern. He points out that the Louvre and 
the Luxembourg would be benefited by 
a thinning out of their collections to 
make room for the stream of works 
constantly being acquired. 

Will anyone in France indorse M. 
Gohier’s audacious proposal? Three 
years ago it would have been regarded 
as rank heresy. Never has a nation 
guarded its masterpieces more jeal- 
ously. Many a picture was “saved” 
from an Amercian collector by a pop- 
ular subscription in France. Though the 
war has worked miraculous changes, it 
is doubtful if France would consent to 
the removal of the humblest canvas 
from the walls of her great Paris 
museums, 

The prospect would have delighted 
the heart of the late Mr. Morgan, but 
who among the present creditors of 
France would welcome painted canvas 
in place of specie! And, if the thing 
could be arranged, what a new vista 
is opened for speculation in values! 
How many locomotives from the Bald- 
win shops are the equivalent of one Ti- 
tian from the galleries of the Louvre? 
How many tons of powder ought we 
trade for a little Raphael Madonna? 
Curators of American museums and 
millionaires with a weakness for art 
collecting, take notice! 


To Clear The Trees of Signs 


The Massachusetts Forestry Associa- 
tion is heading a movement to free the 
public shade trees and other objects 
within the public highways of the State, 
of all illegally posted advertising mat- 
ter. 

These signs have been declared a pub- 
lic nuisance by law, and should be re- 
moved. The parties responsible for 
posting such signs may not know that 
they are breaking the law, and are sub- 
ject to fines but such ignorance will not 
excuse them. 

Automobile Clubs, Women’s Clubs, 
Boards of Trade, and other organiza- 
tions are being asked to co-operate in 
this work to rid the highways of their 
respective towns of this obnoxious 
nuisance. Many of them have already 
made plans to participate in this clean- 
up work. Here is a chance for the pub- 
lic to register its sentiment concerning 
this illegal advertising. The beauty of 
our highways in many sections is spoiled 
by these signs. Our shade trees which 
represent a value of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, are in many instances 
being injured by such signs, Thou- 
sands of tourists visit our state annually 
because of our good roads. Why should 
we not keep our roadsides beautiful? 

Everybody can help to clean up our 
highways. If everyone will take it upon 
himself to remove these signs along one 
mile of road near his home the whole 
state can be covered in this one week. 

We hope that this appeal will enlist 
all persons who have felt that something 
should be done in this matter to the end 
that our highways shall again be restored 
to their natural beauty.

Studying Employees’ Welfare 
Syracuse manufacturers are in the 
forefront of the movement which has 
spread over the country during the last 
decade to make working conditions as 
pleasant and comfortable as possible for 
their employees. 

It is not an unselfish movement. 
Manufacturers have found that it pays 
in increased efficiency and content 
and raises the standard of workmanship. 
Men remain longer in one position if they 
find working conditions congenial. 

An example of the system is found in 
the plans for a new factory to be built 
in Syracuse by one of the great corpora- 
tions. The top floor of the building will 
be entirely devoted to the interests of — 
employees. Kitchens will be established 
capable of feeding 600 men an hour. 
Food will be sold at cost, or the men 
may take their own lunches with them. 
Collapsible tables will be installed, room 
will be provided for reading and writing, 
and a removable stage will be built so 
that meetings, lectures or other gather- 
ings may be held in comfort. It is also 
planned to provide a roof garden above 
this hall, which will present an admir- 
able place for rest during the noon 
hour in summer. 

In this there is nothing really new. 
Other concerns, in this city and -else- 
where, have provided similar places for 
rest and refreshment. The significance 
of it, however, is that the plan has been 
adopted by as large a corporation as this 
and that the modern builders’ plans are 
not complete without such arrange- 
ments for employees’ welfare.—Syracuse 
Post-Standard 


The College Goes to the Farmer 


In the old days of the agricultural col- 
lege, the farm boy who entered upon his 
school duties found himself to a great ex- 
tent outside the atmosphere of thé farm 
and upon graduation something apart 
from his fellows. The broadening in- 
fluence of his university education left 
him in some cases with small taste for 
what were then the narrow limits of 
farm work.

The Political Situation 

A story in the morning Herald of 
Thursday, written by James C. White, 
the political observer of that paper, will 
undoubtedly bring considerable un- 
easiness to some of the good friends of 
the Republican party. Mr. White is 
not only a close observer of political 
matters, but he has had unusual op- 
portunities to see some of the inside 
workings in connection with the cam- 
paign in the middle West. It is not un- 
likely, however, that the very inside 
view he has been able to have, has had 
some influence upon his utterances in 
this particular article where he expresses 
the opinion that unless there is better 
management in such states as Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana, and Nebraska, the 
Republican ticket is in danger of defeat. 

There is such a thing as getting too 
close to the difficulties associated with 
any particular problem, and of finding 
nothing but trouble when one is look- 
ing for that particular thing.  Un- 
doubtedly the whole situation in these 
slates as it is in other states, is not so 
easy to diagnose as it was when one 
big central powerful organizer had a 
general oversight of the whole situation, 
and we are also inclined to think that 
the program is more likely to miscarry. 
Hence while we cannot help believing 
that the great middle West will be 
found solidly in the Hughes column on 


election day, it is probable that more ! 


chaos exists in the management. of 
party politics in the Republican party 
in those great states than exists in the 
Democratic party. 

The Democratic party does not suffer 
from lack of strong leadership as does 
the Republican party, because it is 
probable that never in the history of 
the country has one man so clearly 
dominated any party, as the present 
chief executive dominates the Demo- 
cratic party at the present time. Per- 
haps this is entirely an element of 
strength for Democracy. It is not im- 
possible that there is more weakness 
then strength to it when the great 
mass of voters analyze the situation 
in the final summing up. 

If the result of Mr. White’s obser- 
vations shall lead to an arousing of the 
Republican hosts of the country to 


the need of a different kind of govern- | 


ment at Washington than that which 
now exists, he will have done a good 
job whether his conclusions were well 
founded or not. 


Sure to be Well Looked After 


It was too much to expect that An- 
dover could continue entirely free from 
the very serious infantile paralysis. 
Undoubtedly it is also true that to 
bring together a group of students from 
all parts of the country added to the 
danger of having the disease within the 
borders of the town. So when it was 
announced on Monday that one of the 
students had been stricken, there was 
no surprise among those best informed 
as to possibilities. 

The townspeople will be glad to be 
reassured of the situation in connection 
with this case of the student at Phillips 
Academy, and to know that every pos- 
sible attention is being given and every 
care taken so that there is little likeli- 
hood of any other cases following this 
one. The most eminent medical au- 
thorities that could be obtained were 
promptly called into consultation not 
only in connection with the case itself, 
but in connection-with the whole prob- 
lem of care of health for the other 
students at the school, and they have 
been ‘unanimous in their conclusion 
that no danger exists in Continuing 
school work, but rather that it is much 
wiser to have regular work of the 
school go on under the extreme pre- 
cautions that are provided at the Acad- 
emy. We all might know that this 
matter would be looked after in this 
way but it is pleasant to have this re- 
assurance. 

Meanwhile there should be a con- 
tinuation of careful attention on the 
part of each individual to his own phy- 
sical condition, to the call for the most 
extreme cleanliness, and to obedience 
to every other rule so well understood 
as being helpful in keeping one in good 
health. 


Help Wanted 


It is usually a more or less critical 
time with the Boy Scout movement, a 
situation not surprising when one re- 
alizes that the whole problem of look- 
ing after the boys is a critical one. Just 
at present, while no special call has 
gone forth, it is well known to those 
who are good friends of the cause that 


there shouldbe a little more generous 
interest in the line of money contribu- 
tions to the work, than has been mani- 
fest for some months past. 

It would be most unfortunate if in 
the work of this kind with all the real 
progress that has been made in the past 
year it should be found necessary to 
give up any of the features which go 
to make up the complete activity. 
The writer_feels very keenly the boy 
problem and only wishes that he might 
succeed in having that feeling carried 
to many other men in Andover who are 
able financially to do the work that is 
so much needed. We write and -talk 
in a critical way of the work of the 
parents, and in a critical way of the 
results obtained as evidenced by the 
average boy’s acts, but, forgetting all 
the critical comment, we must come in 
the last analysis to the situation as it 
exists and not as we might wish it to 
exist. The Boy Scout movement rec- 
ognizes the situation and has gone a 
long way in helping to improve con- 
ditions. We need it in Andover and 
certainly there should be every sort of 
aid in keeping up the work it is able to 
perform,

OBITUARY 
« MRS. SARAH A. MASON 

After many weeks of-illness, patiently 
borne, Mrs. Sarah A., widow of the late 
George F. Mason, passed away last 
Saturday morning, at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. William H. Gibson, 
Chestnut street. Although confined 
to her bed but a week, the end was not 
unexpected. Mrs. Mason is survived 
by four daughters, Mrs. Charles W. 
Tucker and Miss Mary F. Mason of 
North Andover, Mrs. Newton Jaquith 
of Stoneham, and Mrs. William H. Gib- 
son of town; eight grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild. There are also two 
brothers, Milo Gould and Asa Gould of 
Andover. 

Funeral services conducted by Rev. 
E. Victor Bigelow were held at her late 
home on Tuesday afternoon, and in- 
terment was in the South Church 
cemetery, The brothers and sons-in- 
law acted as bearers. Quantities of 
beautiful flowers bore witness to the 
love and esteem of relatives and friends. 


“Let your tears be for joy when you 
weep over me.”’ Such was the calm con- 
fidence of Mrs. Mason as she faced the 
sure summons of death. Her seventy- 
seven years of life had yielded a rich 
harvest of patience and faith; and all 
who knew her realized the appropriate- 
ness of her promotion to the higher 
life beyond. 

Not long after her birth in North 
Reading, August 18, 1839, her father, 
Henry A. Gould, and mother, Sally 
Batchelder, moved up to the Gould 
“arm just across the border in Andover. 
She was one of ten children; one year 
younger than the oldest. From the 
time she was seven years old until she 
was married at nineteen years, she aided 
in the care of her brothers Theodore, 
Mark and Asa, and her sister Ida. 
The little schoolhouse was a desolate 
mile down the road towards North 
Reading village, but her brave persis- 
tence conquered all storms and_ all 
fears in the winning of that available 
culture. 

She yielded her heart to Benjamin A, 
Eaton and on April 8, 1858, commenced 
with him a: happy wedded life on 
Long Hill, North Reading. But only 
six years were granted to het husband; 
and with her little baby girl Ella, she 
took up the burden of widowhood. 
But she was of such sterling “quality 
that she not only bore with steadiness 
her own grief, but also nursed the sick 
and cared for the lonely in all her 
neighborhood. 

After living six years a widow she 
married at thirty-one years of age, on 
November 17, 1870, George F. Mason, 
who had buried his first wife and was 
living with his two little girls, Gertrude 
and Mary, on Rocky Hill Road in 
Andover near Carter's Corner—now 
caller the Dyer place. These broken 
families made one happly family by 
the genuine motherliness of the new | 
home-maker. And even after two 
more daughters, Lizzie and Lucy, came 
to bless this union there was the same 
equal care of all three birthrights. It is 
a beautiful testimony of these five 
daughters that Mrs. Mason was the 
very embodiment of even-handed jus- 
tice. She lived a long distance from the 
South Church of which she was a mem- 
ber, but there was no one more faith- 
ful to its interests. 

Before Mr. Mason died in 1892 
he secured the promise of Mrs. Mason 
to leave the farm and to move into the 
village of Andover where for twenty- 
four years the friends and neighbors of 
this widowed mother have enjoyed 
her presence. Her steadfast loyalty 
and regular attendance at the South 
Church will be sorely missed. And the 
solemn memories of the churchyard 
where the stone marks her last earthly 
resting place are sweetened by every 
thought of her.

Essex County Loan Association 

Plans are under way for the establish- 
ment in Essex County of one of the 
farm loan associations authorized at the 
last session of congress by what is 
popularly known as the rural credit bill. 

Under the bill in question farm loan 
associations may be formed in the 
various counties of the country’to loan 
money to farmers on their land and 
buildings, crops etc. These loans will 
be of the amortization type and the 
money for the same will be raised by the 
sale, to the general public, of bonds, 
which in a measure will be backed and 
guaranteed by the United States gov- 
ernment. Under the new rural credit 
law all loans will be made for not less 
than five or more than forty years. As 
loans are made at present they are 
for stated periods, usually not over 
two or three years and when the time 
expires the farmer is not always able to 
repay the loan as the banks request. 
There is a considerable amount of de- 
tailed work to be accomplished before 
a farm loan association can be establish+ 
ed in Essex County, but the matter is 
having the attention of the committee 
on Agriculture of the Essex County 
Associated Boards of Trade, of which 
the Lawrence Chamber of Commerce 
are constituent members.

Peary’s Honor is Secured 


The failure of the McMillan artic ex- 
pedition to confirm Rear Admiral Peary’s 
supposed discovery of Crocker Land in 
the polar region is disappointing to the 
admiral’s friends. But the good faith of 
the great American discoverer remains 
unimpeached. There clings to his rec- 
ord none of the odium which surrounds 
the name of a certain medical gentle- 
man who once claimed polar honors ex- 
clusively for himself. 

The McMilan party brings informa- 
tion that the conditions which deceived 
Peary into beli@ving he had discovered a 
hitherto unknown land nearly succeeded 
in deceiving them. Both explorers were 
pursuing the illusive mirage which has 
so often lured men to madness or death. 
The MecMilan explorers saw the mirage 
of distant and unknown mountains and 
worked their perilous way for 130 miles 
across the ice, only to see the mythical 
mountain peaks recede step by step. 
Convinced finally that--the--supposed 
pinnacles of eternal granite were made 
of only ‘“‘such stuff as dreams are made 
of,” McMilan returned to civilization 
reluctantly and in keen disappointment. 

The report of the McMilan party 
must now be accepted as final. Scienti- 
fic observations were taken by an en- 
sign of the United States navy who is 
an engineer and a physicist, and a noted 
geologist, a botanist and a zoologist, 
all working under the patronage of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
the American Geographical Society 
and the University of Illinois. Their 
report seems conclusive. As discom- 
filing as the verdict of these intrepid 
gentlemen may be, it is comforting to 
feel that nothing worse than fallible 
human judgment has been impeached.

Mansions of Meerschaum 


Even the most aesthetically inclined of 
our American millionaires would hardly 
consider the luxury of living in a palace 
built of meerschaum as within the range 
of their fortunes, yet there are many un- 
pretentious houses of this material in the 
Spanish town of Vallecas, near Madrid, 
where a coarse variety of this substance 
is to be found. On the other hand, the 
Moroccans, just across the Straits of 
Gibraltar, find that still another variety 
of meerschaum lathers freely and they 
use it, perhaps sparingly, as a substi- 
tute for soap. 

Chips and sawdust of the meerschaum 
pipe factories make an excellent cleaning 
powder for removing stains from costly 
fabrics. An inferior pipe is also made 
from these scraps, the fragments being 
bound together with some solution and 
then molded into blocks. 

Meerschaum is found in Greece and in 
Hrubschitz, Moravia, as well as in Asia 
Minor, and to a limited extent in Penn- 
sylvania, South Carolina and in the up- 
per Gila Valley, near Silver Lake, N. M. 
Stone (New York).

The spread of the disease is 80 
much like that of typhoid fever and 
its method of communication that the 
investigators are sure they have hit 
upon a way to make an anti-polio- 
myelitis vaccine like the anti-typhoid 
vaccine that stamved out typhoid in 
the United tSates army.

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London, Oct. 18.—As the result of 
a startling series of events at Athens 
the Greek monarchy is trembling in 
the balance and the country faces a 
revolution which may result in the 
establishment of a republic. 

Tiring of the, temporizing and the 
alleged secret conspiring of King Con- 
stantine with their enemies, the al- 
lies yesterday entered upon a series 
of drastic measures which it would 
now seem ‘must certainly result in 
driving the king from the throne and 
the country. 

Vice Admiral Fournet, commander 
of the Anglo-French fieet, handed the 
Greek government a document of such 
a@ grave nature that Constantine came 
in haste frcm the royal residence to 
call a meeting of the council to dis- 
cuss the situation. This action was 
soon followed by the taking over by 
the allies of the remaining three war- 
ships of the Greek fleet, the other 
vessels having been taken over a few 
days ago. 

But the most significant action of 
all was the landing of forces which 
have virtually taken possession of the 
port apd capital. This action, 
coupled with the other measures 
taken, is looked upon as tantamount 
to the deposing of Constantine. 

The landing of forces from the war- 
ships created at once a most critical 
situation. 

Marines to the number of about 
1000 were landed at Piraeus and oc- 
cupied the railway station at Piraeus 
and several buildings in Athens. 

Immediately this became known the 
streets of Athens swarmed with loy- 
alists, frantically cheering Constan- 
tine and chanting the Greek natignal 


anthem, 


Crowds marched through the streets 
and thousands gathered in the neigh- 
borhood of the postoffice square. War 
Minister Dracos ordered out the 
Greek troops and marines to guard 
every approach to the square in or- 
der to prevent any clash between 
Greék civilians and the French, who 
occupied that-section. 

It is impossible to predict what re- 
sults are likely to follow. The Greek 
government is filly alive to the tact 
that Greece’s fate hangs on the pre- 
vention of further measures on the 
part of the French commander. 

Warlier in the day a review by Con- 
stantine of the sailors belonging to 
the vessels of the Greek navy which 
were taken possession of by the en- 
tente allfes was made the occasion ot 
an immense loyalist demonstration, 
crowds parading the streets hauling 
life-sized portraits of the sovereign 
and wildly cheering for the monarch. 

The forces of the allies seized Ath- 
ens railway stations, the city hall, 
Castalla barracks and other strate- 
gical points. At the municipal thea- 
tre 150 bluejackets, armed with max- 
ims, have been stationed, according 
to a news agency dispatch. 

From the Battle Fronts 

Apparently the Roumanians have 
been successful,’ for the time being 
at least, in stopping the advance ot 
the Teutonic allies all along their 
border. At no point along the line is 
the claim made by either Berlin or 
Vienna of fresh successes against the 
Roumanians, while, on the other hand, 
the Bucharest war office asserts that 
the troops of King Ferdinand at vari- 
ous points have repulsed the attacks 
of the Teutonic allies, inflicting heavy 
losses on them and capturing numbers 
of their officers and men. 

Violent fighting is still in progress 
in Galicia, where, on the Narayuvka 
front, the Pavarians have stormed a 
Russian pcsition and captured 350 
men and twelve machine yuns. 

Berlin asserts that in Volhynia, 
following the repulse of the Russians, 
the troops of Emperor Nicholas have 
not returned to the fray and are me.e- 
ly bombarding the Teutonic positions 
The repulse of Austro-German troo))s 
in the ‘Carpathians, where snow is 
now falling, is reported by Petrograd.

to cover a period of five years. This 
makes it possible to meet the additional 
expense of the 250 candle power lamps 
and still keep within the appropriation.
